A Columbus City Council-imposed 
July 26 deadline for passage of a long- 
delayed minority business procurement 
law is expected to come and go without 
any action on the measure. 

However, city council member 
Michael Coleman said the delay is not 
expected to be terminal, as there is likely 
to be a vote on the measure when the 
council returns from its summer break in 
September. 

“Staff, consultants and attorneys have 
been working on (the legislation) for the 
past several weeks," and drafts have 
been circulated to administration offi- 
cials. 

Although "the goal is to get a first 
reading (before a vote on the bill) on the 
26th," it is possible that this goal will not 
be met, Coleman said. In any event, the 
final vote on the measure would undoub- 
tedly not come until September. 

The city's program difficulties go back 
to 1989, when, on the same day the 
Supreme Court's Croson decision strik- 
ing down that city’s minority business 
set-aside law was announced, Colum- 
bus City Council enacted a measure dou- 
bling its minority business goals from 10 
percent for minorities and 2 percent for 
women to 21 and 4, respectively. 

The Associated General Contractors 
Columbus chapter later sued, and the 
city eliminated its goals altogether eight 
months later. Since then, the city has 
had no goals for minority procurement. 

Federal district court judge James 
Graham; who originally heard the 
contractors’ suit, has retained jurisdiction 
in the case. Any changes in the city's 
statutes must be referred to Graham 
before they can be finalized. 

The 4 contracted: with the Minority 
x, Business Egterprise Legal Defense and 
“SBducati MBELDEF) toréview its 
history and to make recommendations 
regarding implementation of a plan. The 
MBELDEF study was released in August, 
1992 and hearings were held in October 
and November of 1992. 

“Once we had public hearings, then 
we had to get a lawyer on board, and we 
hit some snafus there," said Richard 
Sensenbrenner, head of council's Legis- 
lative Research Office. The process was 
delayed because at least one attorney 
with whom the council was planning to 
contract ended up withdrawing.

up in the air, with legislative leaders work- 
ing feverishly to prepare a bill to meet a 
July 20 deadline 


But one Black state legislator, in 
reviewing the version of the bill passed 
by the Ohio Senate, expressed reserva- 
tions about the impact of the reform, ar- 
guing that it would harm injured. workers 
while at the same time potentially en- 
dangering the solvency of the $12.5 bil- 
lion fund which pays them 


State Rep. Ofte Beatty of Columbus 
charged that partof the bill -- which allows 
the administrator of the bureau to invest 
up to 10 percent of the fund in highly- 
speculative ventures such as the pur- 
chase of raw land, condominiums, and 
air rights, “puts. the whole system in 
jeopardy." 

“It's deja vu, S&Ls," Beatty said 

Beatty was referring to the crisis which 
engulfed the nation’s Savings and Loan 
institutions, after federal controls were 
relaxed, Many savings and loans began 
to make highly-speculative ventures 
which later collapsed in the recession, 
leaving the federal government -- and the 
taxpayers -- with

Organized crime is growing in Columbus 


Gangs being 
recruited in 
Columbus

Most of the streets Columbus citizens 
drive through are the main arteries of 
street gangs and other organized crime 
activities, said a Columbus Police officer. 

“And you wouldn't.even know it," said 
Detective Wes Johnson of the Columbus 
Police Organize Crime Bureau. "When 
you drive around Columbus and see 
people hanging on the corners, most of 
them belong to a group. You see more of 
that irratieyse~ 


they go out to get what they can get.” 


According to Johnson and police 
records, Columbus has changed in the 
last 10 years. What used to be a small 
quiet town is becoming a small city with 
city-type of violence. One main con- 
tributor is organized crime and drugs. 

"A large percentage of homicides are 
dealing with youth and’is drug related," 
said Detective Johnson, a Columbus na- 
tive. "The overall problems they create 
are attributed to drug trade. The streets 
are just not what they used to be." 

“Our bureau changes name every 90 
days;-and-one reason for-that-is-or- 
ganized crime," Johnson admitted. 
"Gangs travel in groups from eight to 15 
guys and they have the potential to be 
extremely dangerous. Most of them have! 
criminal records, are unemployed and 
are unemployable," he continued» "So 


The sense of belonging has attracted 
young kids to gangs. Large groups of 
kids can be found on the streets of 
Philadelphia, New York, Indiana and 
Michigan. Many out of state gangs recruit 
and build another gangs in Columbus. 

“A lot of activity is coming from out of 
state," said Detective Johnson, who has 
been in law enforcement for 15 years 
"They are coming in to sell drugs and set 
up shop. The. word on the street is that 
Columbus is an easier city to do that 
They just boguagd on our local people." 

Street gangs from. large inner-oities 
are more street-wise {hat those of 
smaller communities. Most large city 
gangs are more professional and they 
elude police a lot better because they are 
from a big city, Detective Johnson said 
The race spectrum has widened. It’s not 
just Blacks and whites. Ofientals are also

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becoming involved ‘in gangs and or-

"We do have some kids that belong ta 
different groups," said Sergeant David 
Vines of Columbus Juvenile Bureau. “I 
don't want to alarm people but you have 
different groups coming from-different 
states organizing different groups. 
Several groups are in it for monetary 
reasons. They recruit teens to sell crack, 
They are making money." 

According to Vines, gangs are easily” 
found in high crime rate area and are 
identifiable. As fara burglaries go. Vines 
said, gangs go to small municipalities 
and come back to the area where they 
live 

"You have to take an active part in 
your community,"

Governor George Voinovich 
has made reform of the state's 
worker's compensation program a 
cornerstone of his administration 
In a. number of speeches and 
newspaper articles, he has called 
the program "the silent killer of jobs 
in Ohio." 

The governor has said that the 
reform plan would cut bureaucracy 
and time for normal claims; intro- 
duce a managed health care. sys- 
tem which would cut medical costs; 
and increase the staff of the 
Bureau of-Worker's Compensa- 
tion. . 

Advocates claim that the 
process would create a maximum 
of 206 days. between the initial 
filing of a claim and the final 
decision in a contested worker's 
compensation case. Today, a con- 
tested’ claim may be fought in the 


worker's compensation system for 
more than a year. 

However, opponents, which In- 
clude the Ohio AFL-CIO, claim that 
the reform will eliminate protec- 
tions for workers while at the same 
time extending some normal 
claims even longer than the 206 
days. 

One of the key componénts of 
the bill, whichshas been promoted 
by Governor Voinovich, is the intro- 
duction of a "managed care” health 
care system for injured- workers. 
That is a measure which con- 
cerned Rep. Beatty. 

The senate’s version creates a 
panel which would select and ap- 
prove- panels..of-health_care 
providers which would be the only 
authorized providers of health care 
services for injured workers, Beat- 
ty -- who has introduced legislation 
designed to address discrimination

Fraling-McNeil feels that her 
youth should not be mistaken for 
naivete. In fact, she enjoys her role 
of representing “something dif- 
ferent". in the organization. As a 
younger person herself, she feel 
that she can establish new connec- 
tions between the organization's 
traditions and younger people who 
may feel that the organization is 
nothing more than a dinosaur

commercial, Fraling-McNeil feels 
that people are “tasting [the or- 
ganization}-again for-the first time."

The battle lines have shifted 
now, said Fraling-McNeil, and are 
being fought on the economic front, 
both here in Columbus and nation- 
ally. A local manifestation of that 
struggle, says Fraling-McNeil, is 
the passage of the Tuttle Mall 
development referendum, Repre- 
sentatives of the NAACP are to 
meet with the developers of the 
mallto assess progress on minority 
contractors’ participation in that 
project.

At the national level, under the 
leadership of the dynamic 
Reverend Ben Chavis, the 
organization's new executive direc- 
tor, NAACP has taken a turn toward 
opposing such.issues as the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
(NFTRA). Inaresolution passed by 
the national convention recently 
held in Indianapolis, Indiana, the 
organization strongly condemned 
the loss of jobs that it feels will be 
the direct result of this agreement 
African Americans will continue to 
suffer if this agreement is passed 

In addition, there is a national 
and local push to have the or- 
ganization sufficiently financed so 
that its leaders will not be beholden 
to even contributors that don't rep- 
resent the best interests- of the 
African American community 
During the Indianapolis conven- 
tion, Chavis announced the begin- 


ning of a $100 million endowment 
for the organization which. was 
begun by a $2 million gift from the 
late Reginald Lewis, chairman of 
TLC Beatrice Foods, a $1.7 billion 
revenue producer and the largest 
company on the Black Enterprise's 
Top 100 Companies 

In addition, there are Fair Share 
Agreements that the national or- 
ganization has entered into with 
such companies as Coca-Cola, An- 
heuser- 

Busch, Denny's and Wendy's, 
International 

Locally, the organization has 
promised to "get back with [Ricart] 
Ford" about a program to help it in 
recruiting and retaining minority 
employees as well as using the 
services of minority vendors. Talks 
are to begin with Honda of America 
in Marysville for more involvement 
by that company in development

Supreme Court vote 


threatens Black voting power 


WASHINGTON, DC--The U.S. Supreme Court has dealt a poten- 
tially-serious- blow-to Black voting strength in America. Last week ina 
5 to 4 ruling the justices held that congressional districts drawn up to 
increase the likelihood of Black being electéd to Congress may be 


unconstitutional 


The decision opens the door for whites and others to challenge 
such districts throughout the nation. However, most of the recently 
redrawn districts are in the South. Those districts, drawn since 1990, 
-helped push the number of Blacks elected to Congress to a record’ 39 
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cinelast- November's-elections..Now,ateleast 1.2-0f those districts face 


immediate threats or challenges in court 


Meanwhile, similar congressional districts drawn up to benefit, 
Hispanics may also be challenged: The court ruling came in a North 
Carolina re-districting case which had resulted in Blacks being elected 
to Congress from that state for the first time since Reconstruction. 


BLACK SUPREME COURT JUSTICE CALLED ‘TRAITOR TO 


THE RACE’ 


WASHINGTON, DC--In the wake of two recent U.S. Supreme 
Court rulings widely considered harmful to Blacks, the only Black 
member on the high court is the target of increasing criticism. In both 
controversial justice Clarence Thomas could have provided the swing 
vote to defeat the anti-Black rulings. 

Instead, Thomas voted with the court's conservative majority. In 
the first case two weeks ago, the court in a 5 to 4 ruling made it more 
difficult legally for an employee to prove discrimination..And in the 
second recent ruling, the court in another 5 to 4 decision held that 
congressional districts drawn up to benefit Blacks may be unconstitu-

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Black liberation movement is alive now--believe it! .:

The Black Liberation Movement 
in America has been supporting the 
Struggle in South Africa for over 100 
years 

Airican National Congress Presi- 
dent Nelson Mandela's fundraising 
visit to the United States should be 
placed in the context of the on-going 
historical support from the African 
community in America toward the 
Struggle to completely dismantle 
apartheid and white supremacy in 
South Africa. 


The African community in 
America's connection to South 
Africa dates back to 19th century 
Black nationalist leader, African 
Methodist Episcopal (A,M.E.) 
Bishop Henry McNeal Turner who 
visited South Africa in 1898. 

Bishop Turner wrote in the 
Christian Recorder in 1883 that 
what African people needed was 
“an outlet, a theatre of manhood 
and activity established somewhere 
for our man and: women, * 

He went on to write that this 
should be “a place that the world will 
respect and whose glory and in- 


fluence will tell upon destinies of the 
race from pole to pole: our children's 
children can rest securely. under its 
aégis. whether in Africa, Europe, 
Asia, America or upon the high 
seas." 

Bishop Turner took this spirit to 
South Africa in 1898 where he or- 
ganized and consolidated “a new 
branch of the AME church com- 
posed of native Christians who had 
rebelled against the prejudice in,the 
Weslyan missions; they had formed 
their own. Ethiopian Church and 
later united with the A.M.E, church 
by correspondence." 


In Edwin Redkey's book “Black 
Exodus". he reveais that"in aregion 
torn by growing, tension between 
Britain and Boer. the Bishop 
(Turner) traveled for five weeks.or- 
ganizing churches. ordaining new 
pastors..meeting governmental offi- 
cials. and above all. being seen and 
heard by Black Africans.” 

Bishop Turner reported "The 
Africans and colored people went 
wild by the thousands." Redkey 
writes that other authorities confirm- 
ing this. reception. agreed that 
directly or indirectly Turner stirred

Since the ‘Berlin Conference in 
1884 when the former slave trading 
nations came together to partition 
Africa up for themselves, thus 
ushering in the colonial period in 
African history, the Black Liberation 


. Movement in America has been 


acutely tuned in to the plight of our 
brothers and sisters in Africa 

The stream of the Black Libera- 
tion Movement we represent has 
historically fought against the 
colonial configuration in Africa. At 
the first Pan African Conference 
Meeting in London, England in 
1900, the Black Liberation Move- 
ment in America went on record in 
opposition to the emergence of 
white rule and apartheid in South 
Africa 

Through the Garvey Movement 
the subsequent Pan African Con- 
ferences, the Black Power Move- 
ment of the 1960s. the Black 
liberation Movement has played a 
leading role in exposing to the world 
the colonial regimes in all of Africa 
and specifically its worst case 
South Africa.

Training against hate 


Some conservatives, engaging in classic victim- 
blaming, have ever charged that the civil rights and 
affirmative action movement itself is the cause, as 
many lower-income whites are now angry at what they 
perceive to be special treatment given to Blacks. 

But this, we believe, is a phony argument. In the 
history of American racism, Blacks have often been the 
victims of intense racial violence in bad economic 
times, as the scapegoats for economic and social 
dislocation. Before there was a civil rights movement, 
or goals and timetables in employment -- in the times 
of the most egregious discrimination against Blacks -- 
race was often the flashpoint of extraordinary violence 
against Black citizens 

And across the world -- whether In Germany, where 
the neo-Nazi movement is rising; or France, where hate 
groups are again attempting to isolate non-white im- 
migrants -- the fact of racial difference is part of the 
language of reaction and repression 

It is undeniable that difficult'economic times bring 
out the worst in many persons, exacerbating already- 
strained racial feelings. But we believe that probably 
the most reliable determinant of a state or nation’s 
racial climate is whether its leadership rises aggres- 
sively, consistently, and forthrightly to condemn such 
violence and to promote peace, healing and racial 
reconciliation 

in the early 1900s, when violence against Blacks in 
this country was at epidemic proportions, there was no 
presidential leadership which cried out against it. On 
the other hand, in the 1960s, as the civil rights move- 
ment began to prick the conscience of the nation, part 
of that process was the forthright leadership of Lyndon 
Johnson; who spoke powerfully and persuasively to the 
nation’s white majority of the need for racial healing 

It is time for our nation's leaders today-- Republicans 
and Democrats -- to. speak aggressively against the 
rising tide of hatred. Hatred should have no official 
sanction -- not even the sanction of silence 


response to a suit by a Blackinmate that the previous 
assignment pattern -- the segregation of Black and 
white inmates -- was unconstitutional. 

But Spiegel said that the problem was not just the 
fandom assignment, but the attitude of the quards in 
the prison itself.

While we applaud Spiegel's demand for multicultural 
training, we believe that it does not go far enough 
There is also the continuing need to ensure that more 
and more of the guards in the prison are themselves 
Black, and that more efficient screening is developed 
to weed out those guards who might have racist or 
Sadistic tendencies 


Adrine and Capital University Assistant Professor Shir-

In a release regarding the movie, Joel Hyatt denied :

(Cain's) crisis differently,” . 

Burtzlaff called the Cain case “an unfortunate inci- 
dent which (Hyatt) regrets," but one which should not 
be used to attack Hyatt's record of support for Black 
causes

It is clear that the legacy of Howard Metzenbaum - 
and what that legacy means to Ohioans -- will be one 
of the major issues in the 1994 elections.

Unique artist honored 
for work by museum 


Ralph Bell was honored with a recep 
tion at the Columbus-Museum-of-Art-on 
June 22. Bell spent 60 years of his life at 
the Orient Institute for the feeble-minded 
Having cerebral palsy as a young child in 
the 1920s and no community services, he 
was moved to Orient and almost forgot- 
ten 

In the early 1980s, Bell began receiv 
ing services from Cerebral Palsy of 
Columbus and Franklin County 
(CPCFC). At the age of 67, Bell was fitted 
with a stylus so he could try painting 
Throughout Bell's stay at Orient, his job 
was to clean the baseboards and toilets 

Bell, who had upper body control but 
no lower body control, designed shoes to 
fit over his knees enabling him to get 
around, He was introduced to ‘painting 
because his upper body mobility was 
decreasing. Bell initially hated the stylus, 
which was attached to his head, and 
wanted it off. With encouragement from 
Debbie Conkel, occupational therapist, 
Bell learned to use the stylus 

In 1983, Bell left Orient and now lives 
independently in the community. Through 
the arts program at CPCFC, Bell 
developed his talent, and to date has 
painted over 1,000 paintings 

Bell was honored for his accomplish- 
ments as an artist. He recently had two 
pieces received by the Columbus

Museum of Art as part of their permanent 
collection. His work hangs in galleries in 
Chicago, Santa Fe, and Memphis, He has 
been featured in shows at galleries in the 
Short North, The Ohio State University, 
and North Kentucky University. Dean 
Campbell, art instructor at CPCFC, has 
been instrumental in getting Bell's work 
shown, 

In the fall of 1992, Bell had surgery for 
increasing difficulty with-neck muscles 
and almost died due to complications fol- 
lowing the operation. Throughout Bell's 
life, he has overcome barriers. and 
tremendous odds. Today, he continues to 
impact other people through his work and 
his volunteer service. Every month, Bell 
goes to schools and day care centers to 
talk with children and demonstrate his 
unique way of painting, 

The community has recognized Bell 
for his many accomplishments, all of 
which he seems to take in stride. Bell's 
response is, "Don't talk about it, you'll 
forget what you're doing." For Bell, it's on 
to the next challenge 

Through the arts program at CPCFC 
artists develop their talent and gain a new 
means of communicating. The agency is 
committed to quality consumer-focused

Garrick Utley, weekend anchor for NBC 
lightly News, had some interesting things to say 
bout the recent announcement by Proctor and 
jamble's (P&G) chairman, Edwin Artzt, that the 
‘ormpany will eliminate 13,000 jobs over the next 
wo to four years, According to published 
eports, the company is a highly profitable con- 
jumer goods operation; household names of its 
oducts abound--mostly notably, Tide. 

First, said Utley, if we are talking about an 
\pple Computer. or an IBM downsizing because 
hey are already losing money, that is one thing. 
‘heir attempts to reduce the size of their 
vorkforces could be attributable to trimming los- 
es and staying as close to being profitable as 
ossible until the economy turns around. They 
an be “forgiven for not creating new jobs. 

But if a company that is making money, like 
»&G, chooses to downsize, said Utley, who is 
joing to create new jobs for the millions of young 
yeople who join the workforce every year with 
liploma in hand and the ambition to make their 
narks in the corporate world in their hearts? The 
juestion, Utley concluded, has nol been 
unswered. : 

What is at issue here, as far as | am con- 
serned,-is not the immediate needs of a com- 
yany like P&G to make money: We are talking 
about a 150+*year old company taking "pre- 
amptive” steps to head off the effects of a further 
slowdown in the worldwide economy. It is the 
nternational perspective on which American 
saptains of industry have been operating that 
sontinues to baffle most American workers. We 
Jon’t quite understand that point of view yet, | 
am convinced. 

In the 1970s, we challenged the residencies 
of “multi-national corporations” that were head- 
quartered in the United States. We asked to 
whom they owed their allegiance. We asked to 
whom they should pay taxes. We asked to which 
of the countries in which they operated they 
should give priority in job creation, reinvestment, 
atc 

The answer we got--and are getting, loudly 
and clearly--is that "multi-nationals" owe their 
allegiance, purely and simply, to. their 
shareholders. Their shareholders these days 
are not just U.S. citizens. The Japanese own big 
chunks of the shares of these companies and 
so do the British, the Germans, the Canadians, 
etc. 

The marketplace in which multinationals 
Operate is an international capital marketplace; 
that's why you hear reports about what hap- 
pened on the Japanese money markets over- 
night and why those numbers are often reported 
immediately alongside news summaries about 
what happened on the U.S. stock exchanges. 
The way our newscasts are structured is no 
coincidence; we should not be surprised when 
a chief executive officer explains to us, as Artzt 
did, that his management team is looking at 
something different than what us ordinary folks 
think he of she ought to be looking at. 


Similarly, itis no coincidence that the one key 
issue President Clinton publicly addressed 
during his recent meeting with the members of 
the Group of Seven nations was jobs. Funny, 
isn'tit? The chief executive officer of the govern- 
ment of the United States cannot himself think 
of job creation in the same way presidents 
before him used to think about it, He must now 
consult with other governments around the 
world in order to address an issue he raised as 
a domestic issue during his campaign for the 
Presidency! 


Without becoming too melodramatic, there is” 
a danger in the most influential business leaders 
in the United States owing so much of their 
allegiance elsewhere. That danger can be ex- 
pressed in terms of the wealthy ladies’ man who 
has many choices and many voices to satisfy He 
cannot be pinned down because he always has 
another couch on.which to sit and another pillow

On Which to rest. 


Our man about the world--jetsetter?--makes 
no bones about the “broadness” of his "perspec- 
tive" with any one of the ladies with whom he 
might be involved at any given time. It doesn't 
really matter that much to him that one of the 
women he sees is deeply in need of a greater 
commitment on his part for the sake of her own 
sanity. He has "places to be and people to see.” 

Universities, roads, bridges, banking sys- 
tems, etc. in this country were all designed to 
help big business (now multi-national business) 
fulfill its mission and, satisfy its shareholders. 
We allowed them that privilege in exchange for 
the jobs they created and the standard of living 
they brought to us. When those institutions, that 
infrastructure, those capital markets, etc. no 
longer are enough, they and everybody that 
depend on them become the targets of aban- 
donment. That is the message of the 1990s. 


What Utley was asking is when do we get 
more “upsizing” in the workplace, the kind that 
will make students less“appretiensive in their 
final years of college? When will the major ad- 
justment in our perspective on things help us 
dope better with the fears which our job market 
"dole" out everyday?

Labor law protection extends 
to nonunion workers as well 


From The Associated Employers — 
of Central Ohio's The Communicator 
Anonunion employee was engaged in 


protected concerted activity when she © 


telephoned.a union for advice, and there- 
fore could not be fired for her actions: the 
U.S. Court of Appeals at St. Louis has 
ruled. 


Several unionized workers heard © 


rumors that newly hired employees were 
earning more than the designated start- 
ing wage. One worker contacted his 
mother. a nonunion employee in the ac- 
counting office, and told her of the al- 
leged discrepancy. She in turn 
telephoned the union to ask advice con- 
cerning the proper handling of the prob- 
lem. 

A supervisor questioned her about the 
nature of the call, and told her she could 
be terminated if she contacted the union 
again. A few days later, the employee 


was discharged for her “inability to 
cooperate and get along" with others. 
The employee protested the discharge. 
The employee's actions were taken 
on behalf of bargaining unit employees 
and therefore were concerted-and 
protected by the Nationa! Labor Rela- 
tions Act, the court finds. NLRA protec- 
tién extends to nonunion employees in a 
situation such as this, the court point out, 
_since the employer knew of the con- 
certed nature of the call and had good 
reason to believe the employee was rep- 
resenting the concerns of her son as well 
as other employees 
Noting that the employee never had 
been warned about alleged work 
deficiencies, the court concluded that the 
employee must be reinstated with back 
pay. (Wilson Trophy Co. v NLAB, CA8 
1993, 143 LRRM 2008) 


TIPS FOR CONSUMERS FROM BETTER BUSINESS BUREAU 
Calculate all costs before 
signing rent-to-own contract 


If you're strapped for cash, but are in 
need of a major appliance, or feel you 
can't live without a television or a stereo 
you may be considering a rent-to-own 
proposition 


While renting-to-own may be ad- 
vantageous to some, the Better Business 
Bureau warns that you should be aware 
of certain drawbacks that come with rent- 
to-oOwn transactions 


Rent-to-own contracts are usually 
weekly or monthly rental agreements 
that can be renewed at the end of each 
rental period. After a specified number of 
payments you will own the goods, al- 
though an additional payment may be 
required. If you choose not to buy, you 
may discontinue the rental agreement 
and return the merchandise to the store 
at any time 


Understand that you generally will not 
own the merchandise until the total cost. 
indicated in the contract, is paid. Even 
though you are making payments every 
week or month for the merchandise, you 
are not building up any ownership in the 


you can deduct property taxes and inter- 
est paid on your morigage, Such deduc- 
tions help to minimize the financial 
burden of homeownership 

\f you put a lot of money into your home 
to make improvements, such as adding a 
bedroom or bathroom or refacing the front 
of your home, you get another tax break. 

These capital improvement costs are 
added to the basis of your home and help 
to offset the gains you may realize when 
you sell it 

When you sell your home, you not only 
have the opportunity to make a profit, you 
can also shelter that profit from taxes, To 
defer the capital gains tax, you must sell 
your principal residence and buy and use 
a new one of equal or. greater value al 
least two years before or after the date of 
the sale, Remember, to defer taxes on 
your gain, the adjusted sales price of your 
old residence must be fully reinvested 
into the cost of your new residence. 

lf you are at least 55 years old, 
homeownership may open the door to an 
even bigger tax break when it comes time 
to sell your homes you are entitled to a 
one-time exclusion of up to $125,000 of 
gain (62.500. if married filing separately) 


item (unless required under your state's 
law) 


The weekly or monthly rate may 
sound |ow and affordable, but when it is 
multiplied by the number of weeks or 
months before the merchandise is 
owned, the total cost may be three to four 
times -higher than. prices charged by 
many traditional retailers 


Many rent-to-own contracts don't 
allow grace periods and payments 
must be made on or before the 
specified date. That meansif you miss 
a payment, the merchandise can be 
repossessed, regardless of how much 
you have paid on the contract. 

The BBB recommends that before 
signing a rent-to-own agreement, you 
compare the total contracts of different 
companies, including the total charges 
for ownership. Learn what will happen if 
the payments are late and the merchan- 
dise is repossessed. find out who is 
responsible for any necessary repairs 
clearly understand all terms and condi- 
tions of the contract: and check with the 
BBB on the reliability of the company

realized on the sale of your principal 
residence 

To qualify for this exclusion, you must 
have owned and used the house as your 
principal residence for a total of three of 
the previous five years before the sale 
However, if you and your spouse jointly

That's where you'll face one of 
your toughest vacation 
decisions--whether to purchase 
collision damage waiver (CDW) 
coverage for the rental. 


CDW coverage is offered by 
car rental companies for the ac- 
cidental damage to a rental car 
while in your possession. This 
could be an unnecessary ex- 
pense, if you are covered by 
your. personal auto insurance 
policy or credit card. 


The Ohio Insurance Institute 
(Ol), a trade association repre- 
senting Ohio's property and 
casualty insurance companies 
and agent groups, offers the fol- 
lowing information to help you 
better understand car rental 
coverage options 


Coverage varies among in- 
surance companies. this is an 
important point for those relying on 
their personal auto policy for physi- 
cal damage coverage to a rental 
car, Some insurers provide as 
broad of coverage to your rental 


car as carried on any of your 
insured cars. 


Keep this in mind especially if 
you have opted to eliminate col- 
lision coverage because of your 
car’s age or have set high de- 
ductibles to lower your premium.

State laws vary regarding 
CDWs, as do rental company 
agreements. Some states flatly 
prohibit the selling of COW 
coverage. Afew, like Maryland, Min- 
nesota and New York, require that 
personal auto. policies extend 
coverage to rental cars. Also, a 
number of states. regulate COW 
sales by establishing maximum 
charges and disclosure proce- 
dures. 


CDW coverage can vary as 
well. If you opt to purchase it, 
make sure you know if it covers 
collision only (damage to the 
rented car) or includes liability 
coverage as well (damage to 
others, their vehicles or other 
property), Also, coverage terms 
could differ if you plan to visit mul- 
tiple states. 


CDW is not technically “in- 
surance," and is not regulated by 
the Ohio Department of in- 
surance, Therefore, it’s doubly im- 
portant to know what you are 
getting for the waiver. Anumber “of 
consumer groups call COW a 
wasted expense, costing up to 
$10-$15 a day. If purchased on an

Young, gifted and black often 
not all it’s cracked up to be

isn't it about time that African 
American parents, and aunts 
and uncles, gave some thought 
to“exactly what legacy” is it that 
we are leaving to black youth. So 
many of your kids, and mine, are 
gifted, well educated and am- 
bitious, but based on what we've 
provided for them toward lifelong 
careers, it's like they are all 
dressed up in their Sunday best 
with no place to go. 

So, with all that today’s black 
youth have going for them, what 
is it that we, as their preceding 
generation, are leaving for them 
to build their lives and careers 
upon? 


Look around at the legacy of 
other groups, and what do you 
see? Asians, Jews and other 
groups that have found it hard to 
climb the ladder in companies 
owned by others, are starting 
their own businesses and are 
building for their, and their 
children's financial futures. 


But, black youth have to 
depend on “the general com- 
munity" for any jobs or career 
opportunity that they seek. Is it 
any wonder that oftentimes our 
youth don't respect us? We do a 
lot of talk, but in the end, the only 
legacy we seem to be passing on 
is-one of being e perennial victim. 


What have we given among 
our youth to build their lives and 
careers on? Cries of "racism at 
Denny's and discrimination in 
America and South Africa" 
abound in our communities, and 
in the discussions of our “leader- 
ship," but they don't help put 
bread on the tables of inner city 
families. 


Discussions of building our 
own shopping centers, super- 
markets and production facilities 
just don't seem to happen for us. 
Our young and gifted black have 
to face a fifty percent unemploy- 
ment rate while we, their parents 
and role models, complain that 
"(thé general’ Gommun 
providing enough jobs for us. 


All across America hordes of 
immigrants are taking over retail 
stores, dry cleaning estab- 
lishments, and other commercial 
centers, primarily in our com- 
munities. They make these fami- 
ly enterprises. The labor for 


“is not= 


these enterprises comes from 
the family and the fruits of these 


. labors result in college training, 


not for the youth to go to work for 
a multi-national company, but for 
these young people. to expend 
their own into multinationals. 

An excellent example of what 
today’s Asian merchant vendor 
on the corner will be like in the 
next 10 years can be viewed if 
you look at the Jewish liquor, 
jewelry, clothing or furniture 
store that has served people in 
your family for years. While 
we've always been the cus- 
tomers in America’s capitalist 
society sadly, we are now cus- 
tomers to the second generation 
of merchants from outside the 
community. 


Once we get started in it, our 
people can make it in business 
enterprises, Every urban com, 
munity across the country has 
third, and fourth generations of 
black families that have suc- 
cessfully engaged in their own 
enterprises. 


Simply because racism and 
discrimination have prevented 
black bodies from being 
prepared and buried by "general 
community” morticians, blacks 
who've run the funeral homes to 
service us have always been 
among the most prominent 
members. of-almost—all-urban 
communities. In almost all cases 
these mortician businesses are 
in the succeeding generation of 
ownership. The young and gifted 
of these families have been 
provided a viable opportunity to 
build a quality lifestyle can 
career. 


The current generation of 
black parents must make a move 
onits own. The people that we've 
relied upon for leadership have 
carved out positions for themset- 
ves as "poverty pimps," and 
should not be depended upon 
except for when we want to show 
how much of a collective "victim" 
we are. .

We can work hard, and get a 
good employee gold watch, per-

In addition to the Hail of Fame lockers 
the exhibit has five other sections: Pre 
1900, The Beginnings of Black Baseball 
1901-1919, The Great Independents 
1920-1931. A League of Their Own 
1932-1946, Heyday; and 1947, The 
Color Barriers Fall 

Each section depicts an aspect of the 
determination and devotion of the 
strong-willed, dedicated men who 
refused to accept the notion they were 
unfit to share in the joys of the national 
pastime 

The exhibit is very educational for 
people who know little about the con 
tributions of the Negro Baseball Leagues 
to the national pastime and to the 
African-American society during the 
days of segregated sports. And for the 
fans who do remember theqreats of the
